Foꝛ redꝛeſſe wherol: Her Maieſtie by aduiſe ol her counſaple, hauynge commaunded the Arche; 
byHop of Canterbury, Byſhop of London, and other Bychops, to ſee the paryſbes in London and 
other places herewith ſuſpected. to be ſeuerly viſited, and all perſons ſuſpected, to be openly tryed 
and examined, touchyng ſuch phanaticall and hereticall opinions:mylleth and chargeth al maner 
of perſons, boꝛne eyther in fozrepne partes, oꝛ in her Maieſties domintons, that haue concepued a- 
ny maner of ſuch hereticall opinion as the Inabaptiſtes do holde, and meaneth not by charitable 
teachyng to be reconciled,to depart out of this Kealme within twenty dayes after this Pzoclama- 
tion, vpon payne of fozfaiture of all they: goodes and cattels,and to be impꝛiſoned and further pu⸗ 
nylbed, as by the lawes eyther eccleſiaſticall oz tempoꝛall, in ſuch caſe is pꝛoupded. Ind her Maie⸗ 
ſtie alſo chargeth and commaundeth vpon payne of impꝛiſonment, that no Minifter noꝛ other per- 
ſon,make any conuenticules oz ſecrete congregations, eyther to reade oz to pꝛeache, oꝛ to miniſter 
the Sacramentes, oꝛ to vte any maner of deuine ſeruice, but that they ſhal reſozt to open Chappels 
oꝛ Churches, and there to pꝛeache, teache, miniſter, oꝛ pzay,accozdyng to the oꝛder of the Church of 
England, except it be in caſes of ſickenes,02 where noble men and ſuch others that haue in all foz- 
mer tymes ben accuſtomed to haue deuine ſeruice ſayd in theyꝛ Oꝛatoꝛies within they: houſes, foz 
dyuers neceſſary reſpectes, vpon payne that whatſoeuer perſons oꝛ companye ſhall make ſuche ſe- 
crete conuenticules, euery perſon to be impꝛitoned without bayle oz mainpꝛyte, vntyll the coming 
of the Juſtice fo: delyuery of the ſame Gayle, and then to be punylhed by they: diſcrettons,
